U.S.  States  Basic  Terms; 
'Present  Berlin  Rights' 

PARIS,  (UPI)— The  United  States  has  laid  down  three 
basic  terms,  including  insistence  on  the  preservation  of  allied 
rights  in  Berlin,  for  any  substantive  cold  war  negotiations 
with  the  Soviet  Union,  authoritive  sources  said  Sunday. 

THE  NORTH  ATLANTIC  Treaty  Organization  (NATO) 
alliance  was  expected  to  endorse  these  fundamental  “guide- 
lines” at  the  ministerial  conference  here  this  week. 

In  addition  to  the  Berlin  question,  the  terms  are : 

NO  ALTERATION  of  the  East-West  balance  of  power. 

No  concessions  to  the  principle  of  eventual  reunification 
of  Germany. 

THESE  GUIOLINES  also  will  determine  the  West’s  at- 
titude in  forthcoming  disarmament  negotiations,  the  sources 
said. 

Britain  has  already  underwritten  these  basic  terms  for 
dealing  witli  the  Soviets,  they  said. 

THE  NATO  alliance  was  expected  to  endorse  them,  and 
to  adopt  them  as  the  overall  principles  goveraing  future 
East-West  negotiations. 

Despite  American  coolness  to  “summitry”  and  a foreign 
ministers’  conference  early  next  year  in  Geneva,  the  United 
States  was  authoritatively  said  to  be  determined  to  continue 
“exploring”  every  possibility  for  reaching  tension-easing 
agreements  with  Russia. 

BUT  NO  MAJOR  developments  in  the  cold  war  thaw 
were  anticipated  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  U.S.  view  is  that  there  can  be  no  full  and  lasting 
understanding  between  the  Soviet  Bloc  and  the  West  with- 
out settlement  of  the  “critical  and  dangerous  political  is- 
sues.” The  issues  specifically  listed  are:  Berlin,  Gennan  re- 
unification, Cuba,  and  Communist  pressures  in  Southeast 
Asia,  including  Laos  and  South  Viet  Nam. 

SO  FAR  THERE  is,  in  the  official  American  view,  “not 
the  slightest  justification”  for  relaxing  Western  vigilance 
or  for  reducing  the  allied  defense  effort. 

Tlie  bulk  of  the  NATO  alliance,  the  sources  said,  goes 
along  with  the  latest  American  assessment.  There  ai’e  dif- 
ferences of  degree,  however,  among  some  of  the  allies. 

BRITAIN  FAVORS  A stepped-up  “probe”  into  Russia’s 
intentions  and  wants  it  carried  out  at  the  Foreign  Ministei's 
level  soon,  preferably  at  a meeting  with  Soviet  Foreign  Min- 
ister Andrei  Gromyko. 

France  is  opposed  in  pnnciple  to  any  probe  at  present 
because  it  does  not  believe  that  Russia  is  ready  for  mean- 
ingful negotiations.

The  card  shows  the  Christmas 
Cliild  standing  in  the  bow  of  an 
ancient  galley  manned  by  angels, ) 
with  the  Holy  Mother  seated  at ' 
the  mast.  The  inscription  reads: 
“Here  I come  from  Alexandria 
and  bring  many  good  years  to 
give  generously.  I will  give  them 
for  almost  no  money  and  have 
only  God’s  love  for  my  I’eward.”

SIR  HENRY  Cole,  an  English- 
man, is  credited  with  publishing 
the  first  “mass  produced”  Christ- 
mas greeting.

Both  mother.s  of  five  children, 
-Mrs.  Jacobs  is  the  wife  of  Dr. 
Biiant  S Jacobs,  and  is  a gradu- 
ate from  BYU.  Mrs.  Bowen  at- 
tended the  University  of  Utah. 


The  first  cards  were  unfolded 
pasteboards  printed  in  color.  Late 
in  the  1850’s.  cai’ds  were  die- 
stamped  with  designs  combining 
ornaments  and  lettering.  Larger 
cards  became  more  popular  in 
the  1880’s. 

THE  FIRST  American  Christ- 
mas card  was  printed  in  1853 
wlien  R.  J.  Pease,  an  Albany, 
N.  Y.  dry  goods  merchant  design- 
ed, printed  and  mailed  a Christ- 
mas card  which  also  served  as 
an  advertisement  for  his  pro- 
ducts. 

Louis  Prang,  a prominent  Bos- 
ton lithographer,  began  making 
Christmas  cards  in  1875.  Prang, 
an  expert  in  chromolithography, 
pi’inted  multi-color  pictures  in  as 
many  as  32  different  shades  at 
one  time,  by  using  slabs  of  par- 
ticular limestone  found  only  in 
Bavaria. 

PRANG  sponsored  ait  contests 
to  obtain  his  card  designs.  With- 
in five  years  he  was  turning  out 
five  million  cards  a year. 

Although  Prang  gave  up  print- 
ing Christmas  cards  in  the  1890’s 
he  is  credited  with  establishing 
in  America  the  tradition  of  send-
